Why we should change from volunteer to a call Fire Department. 


About 10 years ago there were forty members with about twenty 
members taking an active part. Today there are about twenty mem- 
bers and only six taking an active part. Of these six only two or 
three can operate the equipment properly. This means that when 
we go to a fire there are only two or three that know what to do. 
The rest are more or less lost. When you call in a fire alarm and 
the Department arrives they have complete control of your house, 
personal property and perhaps your life savings. I, for one, do not 
feel as if a department of this type is strong enough to handle this 
situation. I don't mean in man power but untrained manpower, for 
what good are forty men if they are not trained to do the job. The 
members are certainly not at fault, for why should they spend fifty 
to sixty hours in training when they do not receive any compensa- 
tion in any way, Shape or manner. The active members and my- 
self feel that the days of volunteer fire department are numbered 
and we propose the following to cope with the situation and give you 
the kind of protection that you can be proud of. 
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1. Reorganize the Department from volunteer to call. 


2. Have twelve regular paid members, the rest to be paid if 
called. 


3. Pay the regular members $1.00 per hour for every fire and 
training session that they attend. 


4. Set up regular training sessions. 


Please consider Article 29 pertaining to the Fire Department very 
carefully.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health of 
individuals and families living in a community. An organized pro- 
gram for public health is one that offers those individuals and fami- 
lies every possible chance of living and enjoying life, free from the 
handicaps of preventable disease and disability. In more formal 
terms, the objective of a public health program is to bring to all © 
the people the benefits of modern medical and related sciences in- 
cluding the care and rehabilitation of the sick and disabled, the pro- 
motion of healthful living, and the prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of this objective. 
All together they make up a "health team". The public health nurse 
is an essential member of this team. She shares in planning and 
action with other workers in the fields of health, education, and 
welfare; with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with school personnel; 
with citizen groups. One of her important functions is coordination 
with the others involved to provide public health services to indi- 
viduals, families, and community. Citizens of the community are 
also essential members of the health team. Alert to the health 
_ heeds of their community, taking their share of responsibility to 
meet these needs, their contribution as health workers is indispen- 
sable to the effectiveness of the public health program. A vital, 
dynamic, working "health team" in the local community strengthens 
the public health not only of that community, but also of the State 
and the Nation. 


Your public health nurse submits the following summary of 
public health nursing services in your town for the year 1960: 


Three child health conferences were held with an attendance of 
ol infant and preschool-children. Twenty-three children received 
protection against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus; 2 were 
vaccinated against smallpox, and 40 were given polio vaccine. 


One clinic was held for the purpose of giving "flu vaccine" to 
any individual in the community; 93 people took advantage of this 
clinic. A second clinic is to be held in the latter part of — 
1961 to complete this program. 
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Seventy-three school children were given audiometer tests to 
find those with defective hearing. 


Twenty-five home visits were made to prenatal and postpartum 
patients, infants, preschool and school children; to children known 
to Crippled Children's Service, Pediatric Service, Cardiac Clinic; 
and to tuberculosis patients and their contacts. 


Twenty-four interviews were held with school personnel, town 
officials, committee members and other agencies to plan and carry 
out these public health nursing services.

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OUR SCHOOL PROBLEM 


Citizens have known for some time that the two schools are 
crowded. There are about 40 pupils in both the Clark and Marsh 
Schools and 30 should be a maximum number. 


Each teacher has four grades and with children with varying 
ability all will agree that the teacher is limited in the amount of 
attention that can be given to each class. It is almost impossible 
to give individual attention. 


If the enrollment increases in any degree, these two buildings 
will not house the pupils. Furthermore, the town does not have a 
subprimary class and this is required in the state Foundation Pro- 


gram. 


Our children do not have the advantage of special classes in 
music and art; and the present organization hardly allows real 
supervision. 


Our school buildings are (in the light of modern times) almost 
completely out-of-date and obsolete. There are very few schools 
anywhere that do not have running water without which a building 
cannot be kept clean and sanitary. In extreme cold weather, itis 
difficult to heat the buildings so that children may remain in school 
for the day. 


These conditions are, or should be, well-known to all citizens 
of Prospect. 


WHAT CAN WE DO? 
There two possible solutions: 


1. Continue as an independent school unit and build a four-room 
building. It appears that the only way to finance this building is to 
borrow from the Maine School Building Authority. This will be 
costly. 


2. Join the proposed Administrative School District with Verona 
with a contract with Bucksport for education of high school pupils. 
This procedure will cost the taxpayer less than any other plan. 
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Borrowing from the Maine School Building Authority 


At a special Town Meeting the people authorized the school com- 
mittee to make application for a loan of $40, 000.00 to build a four- 
room school building. This would mean hiring another teacher, in- 
cluding a subprimary; and there would be three grades to a room. 
This is far from ideal but it would be an improvement. In particular, 
it would provide children with a new building with running water and 
adequate playing ground. 


The committee has received a reply from the Authority. This 
agency will loan the money with the following condition: that Pros- 
pect raise the sum of $5,000.00 in addition to the $5,175.00 the 
town has now in a Capital Reserve Fund. Furthermore, there are 
other costs that result in the first annual payment of about $4350.00; 
and this is higher than we anticipated. To this annual payment must 
be added the expense of another teacher and the probable higher cost 
of maintaining a new building. Obviously, this plan would raise 
taxes a good deal and it is a plan the citizens would hesitate to adopt. 


The Proposed Administrative District 


A descriptive folder has been mailed to each post office box- 
holder, and some important facts are repeated in this report. 


What is an Administrative District? 


It is a group of two or more towns close together geographically, 
joined together to operate, co-operatively, a public school system 
which is better, because it is larger than any of the towns could af- 
ford to operate alone. 

The purpose of an Administrative District is to operate an ef- 
ficient modern school system - one that is geared to the needs of 
todays youth. The District provides a greater uniformity of school 
tax rates and a more effective use of public funds for the support of 
public schools. 


What towns will be in the proposed District? 


Prospect and Verona; Bucksport would offer a long-term con- 
tract for educating high school pupils. 
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What about a school building? 


The plan is to build a school somewhere in Prospect for grades 
subprimary through grade 8. Verona would continue to send all its 
pupils to Bucksport. 


Who would own this building? 


The citizens of Prospect and Verona as members of this school 
organization. 


Who would be in control of the school or schools in this District? 


It would be controlled as is is now - by a committee elected by 
the citizens of the new District. Town lines will disappear as far as 
schools are concerned. These committee members will be called 
Directors. 


Who will pay the bill? 


The citizens of Prospect and Verona with a lot more help from 
the State. Prospect and Verona would pay in proportion to the state 
land valuation, and this is about the same for each town. 


What will the plan cost? 


If Prospect joins this District this spring, there will be no change 
in cost until the fiscal year 1962 when the plan will be in full opera- 
tion. 

The cost in 1962 would be as follows:

It may help to summarize comparative costs for (1) staying as 
we are; (2) borrowing from the Maine School Building Authority;

Conclusions: 
1. It is far cheaper to join the Administrative District. 


2. By joining the Administrative District the town will receive aid 
for new construction and increased aid for school maintenance. 


3. It is very expensive and almost prohibitive to borrow from the 
Maine School Building Authority. 


4. No matter what course we take (if we are to have improvements) 
it will cost more money. 


5. We are being taxed anyway for the cost of Administrative Dis- 
tricts. Why not take advantage of the plan? 


6. In the light of our needs and our ability to pay, the plan for an 
Administrative District with Verona and a contract with Bucksport 
for high school pupils - this seems almost too good to be true.

COMMENTS AND OBSERVATIONS 
Your school committee members have been active in perform- 


ance of their duties, and have taken part in every move or thought 
for school improvements. 


The floor at the Marsh School has been covered with asphalt 
tile and this makes it easier to keep a clean floor and it improves 
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the appearance of the interior. 

Children of several grades received fluoride treatment for teeth 
during the year, and this is planned for another year. It appears 
that many children seldom visit the dentist and there is a great need 
for more dental care among our school children. 

We wish to thank our teachers for their services, especially 
when the schools are crowded and they work under difficult circum - 
stances. 

The good attendance at the Special Town Meeting and at the pub- 
lic meetings regarding schools - this has been heartening and posi- 
tive evidence that the people of Prospect are going to take steps to 
improve schools for their young people.
